manner, — often in the form of so- 
i treaties, sometimes in letters 
ten by the Chief Magistrate with 
nvn hand, very often in letters writ- 
!>y the Secretary of War under his 
ciion, sometimes orally by the 
;ident and the Secretary to our 
fs, and frequently and always, both 
ly and in writing, by the Agent of 
United States residing among us, 
se most important business it was. 
•e the guaranty of the United States 
sfully executed. 
oon after the war of the "Revolu- 
, as we have learned from our fath- 
thc Cherokees looked upon the 
ruses of the whites with great dis- 
l and suspicion ; but ihe frank and 
;nanirnous conduct of Gen. Wash- 
on did much to allay Uie.se feeling?. 
perseverance of successive presi- 
.s, and especially of Mr. Jt-fferbon, 
•>.e same course of policy, and in 
constant assurance that our coiiu- 
shoyld remain inviolate, except so 
as we voluntarily ceded it, nearly 
ishrd anxiety in regard to encroach- 
es from the whiter.

people, without even a pi'etendcd com- 
pact, and against our vehement and u- 
nanimous protestation, we should be 
delivered over to the discretion of 
those, who had declared by a legisla- 
tive act, that they wanted the Chero- 
kee lands and would have them. 


Finding that relief could not be ob- 


tained from the Chief Magistrate, and 
not doubting that our claim to protec- 
tion was just, we made our application 
to Congress. During four long months 
our delegation waited, at the doors of 
the National Legislature of the United 
States, and the people at ho'ne, in the 
most painful suspense, to learn in what 
manner our application would be an- 
swered ; and,now that Congress has ad- 
journed on the very day before thai fixed 
by Georgia for the extension of her op- 
pressive laws over the greater part of 
our country, the distressing intelli- 
gence has been received that we have 
received no answer at all, and no de- 
partment of the Government has assu- 
red us, that we are to receive the desi- 
red protection. But just at the close 
of the session, an act was passed, by 
which half a million of dollars was ap- 
propriated towards effecting a removal 
ol Indians; and we have great reason 
to fear that the influence of this act will 
be brought to bear most injuriously 
upon us. 
The pa.ssa.ee of this act is 


certainly understood by the represen- 
tatives of Georgia as abandoning us to 
the oppressive' and cruel measures of 
the State, and as sanctioning the opin- 
ion that treaties with Indians do not 
restrain State Legislation. 
We are in- 


formed by those, who are competent 
to judge, that the recent act does not 
admit of such construction ; but that 
the passage of it, under the actual cir- 
cumstances of the controversy, will be 
considered as sanctioning the preten- 
sions of Georgia, there is too niuch 
reason to fear. 


Thus have we realized with heavy- 


hearts, that our supplication has not 
been heard ; that the protection here- 
tofore experienced is now to be with- 
held ; that the guaranty, in consequence 
of which our fathers laid aside their 
arms and ceded the best portions of 
their country, means nothing; and that 
we must either emigrate to an unknown 
region and leave the pleasant land to 
which we have the strongest attach- 
ments, or submit to the legislation of a 
State, which has already made our 
people outlaws, and enacted that any 
Cherokee, who shall endeavor to pre- 
vent the selling of his country, shall be 
imprisoned in thePenitentiary of Geor- 
gia not less than four years. 
To our 


countrymen, this has been melancholy 
intelligence, and with the most bitter 
disappointment has it been received. 


But in the midst of our sorrows, we 


do not forget our obligations to our 
friends and benefactors. 
It was with 


sensations of inexpressible joy, that 
we have learned, that the voice of thou- 
sands, in many parts of the United 
States, has been raised in our behaif, 
and numerous memorials offered in our 
favor, in both houses of Congress. 
To 


those numerous friends, who have thus 
sympathised vith tisin our low estate, 
we tender our grateful acknowledg- 
ments. 
In pleading our cause, they 


have pleaded the cause of ine poor and 
defenceless throughout the world.— 
Our special thanks are due, however, 
to those honorable men, who so ably 
and eloquently asserted our rights, in 
both branches of the national legisla- 
ture. Their efforts will be appreciated 
wherever the merits of this question 
shall be known ; and we cannot but 
think, that they h.i\e secured for them- 
selves a permanent reputation among 
the disinterested advocates o\ humani- 
ty, equal rights, justice., ami good iVith. 
We even cherish the hope, tha; these 
efforts, seconded and followed by oth- 
ers of a similar character, v»513 yet be 
available, so far a", to mitigate our suf- 
ferings, if not lo effect our entire deliv- 
erance. 


Before we close this address, permit 


MS t« state what we cnnctnvc tu be our 
relations v/iih the Unitfd ,Si«ifs. 
Af- 


tf;r the peace nf 1733, the Cherokces 
were an independent people; ahsolu'e- 
<y so, as much AS any pr'jplr on earth. 
They had Ven allies lo Great Bijiain, 
and a- T, faithful allv !<ont a part in th'j 
c 
rj]or>5rtl war DTI her side. Thty hid 
placed thernsehes -under her prelec- 
tion, ind had they, without cause, de- 
clared hostility -c^ainst their protector, 
and had the colonies been subdued, 
•» hai might have been their fate "i 
But 


her power on this continent was bro- 
ken. 
She acknowlrdgrd slit indepen- 


dence of the United States, arid made 
pex.cc. The Cherolcees ihereujie stood 


alone; and, in these circumstances, 
continued the war. They were then 
under no obligations to the United 
States any more than to Great Britain, 
France or Spain. The United States 
never subjugated the Cherokees ; on 
the contrary, our fathers remained in 
possession of their country, and with 
arms in their hands. 


The 
people of the United States 


sought a peace ; and in 17S5, the treaty 
of Hopewell was formed, by which the 
Cherokees came under the protection 
of the Uni'cd States, and submitted to 
such limitations of sovereignty as are 
mentioned in that instrument. 
None 


of these limitations, however, affected, 
in the slightest degree, their rights of 
self-government and inviolate lerritory. 
The citizens of the United States.had 
no right of passage through the Chero- 
kee country till the year 1791, and then 
only in one direction, and by an express 
treaty stipulation. 
When the Federal 


Constitution was adopted, the treaty 
of Hopewell was confirmed, with all o- 
ther treaties, as the Supreme law of the 
land. 
In 1791, the treaty of Holston 


was made, by which the sovereignty of 
the Cherokees was qualified as follows: 
The 
Cherokees acknowledge them- 


selves to be under the protection of the 
United States, and of no other sove- 
reignty. 
They engaged 
that they 


would not hold any treaty with any fo- 
reign power, with any separate state 
of the Union, or with individuals.— 
They agreed that the United States 
should have the exclusive right of reg- 
ulating their trade ; that the citizens of 
the United Stales should have a right' 
of way in one direction through the 
Cherokee country; and that if an Indian 
should do injury to u citizen of the U- 
nited Stales, he should be delivered up 
to be tried and punished. A cession 
of lands was also made to the United 
States. 
Ou the other hand, the United 


States paid a sum of money ; offered 
protection -, engaged to punish citizens 
oi the United States who should do a- 
ny injury to the Cherokees ; abandoned 
white settlers on Cherokee lands to the 
discretion of the Cherokees; stipula- 
ted that white men should not hunt on 
these lands, nor even enter the country 
without a passport; and gave a solemn 
guaranty of all Cherokee lands not ce- 
ded. 
This treaty is the basis of all 


subsequent compacts ; and in none of 
them are the relations of the parties at 
all changed. 


The Cherokees have always fulfilled 


their engagements. 
They have never 


reclaimed those portions of sovereign- 
ty, which they surrendered by the 
treaties of Hopewell EC Llolslon. These 
portions were surrendered for the pur- 
pose of obtaining the guaranty which 
was recommended to them as the great 
equivalent. 
Had they refused to com- 


ply with their engagements, there is no 
doubt the United States would have en- 
forced a compliance. 
Is the duty of 


fulfilling engagements on. the other 
side less binding than il would be, if 
the Cherokees had the power of en- 
forcing their just claims ? 


The people of the. United Stales will 


have the fairness to reilect, that ail the 
treaties between them and the Chero- 
kees were made, at the solicitation, and 
for the benefit, of the whites; that val- 
uable considerations were given for e- 
very stipulation, on the part ol the U. 
States; that it is impossible to rein- 
state the parties in their former situa- 
tions ; that there are now hundreds of 
thousands of citizens of the U. States 
residing uni».n lands ceded by the Cher- 
okecs in these very treaties ; and that 
our people have trusted their country 
to the guaranty of the U. States. 
If 


this guaranty fails them, in what can 
they trust, and where can they look lor 
protection ? 


We are aware, that some persons 


suppose il will be for our advantage to 
remove beyond the Mississippi. We 
think otherwise. Our people univer- 
bti33y think otherwi.se. Thinking thjt 
it would be fatal to their interests., they 
hjtie almost to a man sent their nicano- 
rials to Congress, depiecataug the TJC- 
ce&sjty of a rerno-.^L This question 
•* a;, distinctly before their minds - v h r n 
tht-y iigr.ed their rjjcmorial. 
X<jt an 


.jtltijt pi:r-,u:j can be found, who has not 
an opinion on the subject. rt:id if th« 
people were lo understand rlistinctly, 
that they could !H: protected against 
the law^ of the neighboring States, 
there is probably not an adult per.son 
in the nation, who "would think h best 
to reroo've; though possibly a few 
might ernjgrale individually. There 
are doubtless many, who would flee to 
an unknown country, howerer 
with dsngtrs, pnvatiwiji and sj 


rather than be sentenced to spend six 
years in a Georgia prison for advising 
one of their neighbors not to betray 
his country.' 
And there are others 


who could not think of living as out- 
laws in their native land, exposed to 
numberless vexations, and excluded 
from being parties or witnesses in a 
court of justice. 
It is incredible that 


Georgia should ever have enacted the 
oppressive laws, to.which reference is 
here made, unless she had supposed 
that something extremely terrific in its 
character was necessary in order to 
make the Cherokees willing to remove. 
We are not willing to remove ; and if 
we could be brought to this extremity, 
it would be not by argument, not be- 
cause our judgment was satisfied, not 
because our condition will be impro- 
ved; but only because we cannot en- 
dure to be deprived of our national and 
individual rights, and subjected to a 
process of intolerable oppression. 


We wish to remain on the land of our 


fathers. We have a perfect and origin- 
al right to remain without interruption 
or molestation. 
The treaties with us, 


and laws of theU. States made in pur- 
suance of treaties, guaranty our resi- 
dence, and our privileges, and secure 
us against intruders. 
Our only re- 


quest is, that these treaties may be ful- 
filled, and these laws executed. 


But if we are compelled to leave our 


country, we see nothing but ruin before 
us. 
The country west of the Arkansas 


territory is unknown to us. From what 
we can learn of it, we have no prepos- 
session iu its favor. All the inviting 
parts of it, as we believe, are pre-ocu- 
pied by various Indian nations,to which 
it has been asigned. They would re- 
gard us as intruders, and look upon us 
with an evil eye. 
The far greater part 


of that region is, beyond all controver- 
sy,badly supplied with wood and water; 
arid no Indian tribe can live as agricul- 
turists without these articles. 
All our 


neighbors, in case of our removal, 
though crowded in our near vicinity, 
would speak a language totally different 
from ours, and practice different cus- 
toms. 
The original possessors of that 


region are now wandering savages, 
lurking for prey in the neighborhood. 
They have always been at war, and 
would be easily, tempted to turn their 
arms against 
peaceful emigrants.— 


Were the country to which we are ur- 
ged much better than it is represented 
to be, and were it free from the objec- 
tions, which we have made to it, still it 
is not the land of our birth, nor of our- 
affections. 
It 
contains neither the 


scenes of our childhood, nor the graves 
of our fathers. 


The removal of families to a new 


country, even under the most favorable 
auspices, and when the spirits are sus- 
tained by pleasing visions of the fu- 
ture, is attended with much depres- 
sion ?f mind and sinking of heart.— 
This is the case, when the removal is 
a matter of decided preference, and 
when the persons concerned are in ear- 
ly youth or vigorous manhood. Judge, 
then, what must be the circumstances 
of a removal, when a whole communi- 
ty, embracing persons of all classes and 
every description, from the infant to 
the man of extreme old age. the sick, 
the blind, the lame.—the improvident, 
the reckless, the desperate, as well as 
the prudent, the considerate, the indus- 
trious, are compelled lo remove by o- 
dious and intolerable vexations and 
persecutions brought upon them in the 
forms of law, when all will agree only 
in this, that they have in-en cruelly rob- 
bed of their country, in violation of the 
most solemn compacts, which it is pos- 
sible for communities to form with 
each other; and that, if they should 
make themselves comfortable in their 
new residence, they have nothing to ex- 
pect hereafter but to he victims of a fu- 
ture legali7A'd robbery ! 


Such we, deem, and are absolutely 


certain, v/j3] be the feelings ol the whole 
Cherokee people, if ihey are forcibly 
com]H-lled 3>y ihe laws of Georgia to 
remove ; and with these feelings, how- 
is, it possible that we should pursue our 
present course of improvement, or a- 
-.okl sinking into utter despondency ? 
We have been called a poor, ignorant, 
arid degraded people. 
We certainly 


arc uot rich ; nor ha-»e. wr ever boasted 
of our knov.-lrds'e, or our moral or in- 
tellectual elevation. 
But there ii not a 


JHuJj within our limits .so ignorant as 


3i<»t to know th<it hr has a right to live 
on the land of his fathers. In the pos- 
session of his immemorial privileges, 
and that ihh right has been acknow- 
ledged and guaranlif.d by ihe U. States; 
nor Is there » »naa so degraded as riot 
to feel a ket-n sense of injury, or, 


deprived of this i-ight, and driven into 
exile. 


It is under a sense of the most poign- 


ant feelings that we make this, perhaps 
our last appeal to the good people of the 
U. States. 
It cannot be that the com- 


munity we are addressing, remarkable 
for its intelligence and religious sensi- 
bilities, and pre-eminent for its devo- 
tion to the rights of man, will lay aside 
this appeal, without considering' thai 
we stand in need of its sympathy and 
commiseration. 
We know that to the 


Christian and to the Philanthropist the 
voice of our multiplied sorrows and fi- 
ery trials will not appear as an idle tale. 
In our own land, on our own soil, and 
in our own dwellings, which we reared 
for our wives and our little ones, when 
there was peace on our mountains and 
in our valleys, we are encountering trou-- 
bles which cannot but try our very souls. 
But shall we, ou account of these trou- 
bles, forsake our beloved country?— 
Shall we be compelled by a civilized 
and Christian people, with whom we 
have lived in perfect peace for the last 
forty years, and for whom we have wil- 
lingly bledjn war, to bid a final adieu 
to our homes, our farms, our streams, 
and our beautiful forests ? No. 
We 


are still firm. We intend still to cling1, 
with our wonted affection, to the land 
which gave us birth, and which, every- 
day of our lives, brings to us new and 
stronger ties of attachment. We ap- 
peal to the Judge of all the earth, who 
will finally award us justice, and to the 
good sense of the American "people, 
whether we are intruders upon the land 
of others. 
Our consciences bear us 


witness that we are the invaders of no 
man's rights—we have robbed no man 
of his territory—we have usurped no 
man's authority, nor have we'deprived 
any one of his unalienable privileges.— 
How then shall we'indirectly confess 
the right of another people to our land, 
by leaving it forever? 
On the soil 


which contains the ashes of our beloved 
men, 
we wish to live—on ihis soil we 


wish to die. 


We inlreat those to whom the fore- 


going paragraphs are addressed, to re- 
member the great law of love, "Do to 
others as ye would that others should 
do to you"—Let them remember, that 
of all nations on the earth, they are un- 
der the greatest obligation to obey this 
law. 
We pray them to remember, that 


for the sake of principle, their, forefa- 
thers were compelled to leave, therefore 
driven from the old world, and that the 
winds of persecution wafted them over 
the great waters, and landed them on 
the shores of the new world," when the 
Indian was the sole lord and proprietor 
of these extensive domains. . Let them 
remember in what way they were recei- 
ved by the savage of America, when 
power was in his hand, and his ferocity 
could not be restrained by any human 
arm. 
We urge them to bear in mind, 


that those who would now ask of them 
a cup of cold water, and a spot of earth, 
a portion of their own patrimonial pos- 
sessions, on which lo live and die in 
peace, are the descendants of thosei, 
whose origin, as inhabitants of North 
America, history and tradition are a- 
like insufficient to reveal. Let them 
bring to remembrance all these facts 
and they cnnnot, and we are sure, they 
will not fail to remember, and sympa- 
thise with us in these our trials aod 
sufferings.
